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British hacking probe extends 
beyond Murdoch papers 


LONDON (AFP) - More 
newspapers became embroiled 
in Britain's phone-hacking 
scandal Thursday as the 
deputy prime minister said the 
crisis was a chance to clean up 
"murky" ties between politi¬ 
cians, police and the media. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron is also facing the 
worst crisis since he took of¬ 
fice last year, amid questions 
over talks he had on Mur¬ 
doch's failed bid for pay-TV 
giant BSkyB and his employ¬ 
ment of an ex-Murdoch editor 
as his media chief 

Deputy premier Nick Clegg 
said a forthcoming judge-led 
public inquiry into the scandal 
was a "once in a generation 
opportunity to really clean up 
the murky practices and dodgy 
relationships" at the heart of 
the British establishment. 

But the Liberal Democrat 
leader said Cameron, a Con¬ 
servative, had been "very cat¬ 
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egorical that no inappropriate 
discussions took place" with 
Murdoch's aides over the bid 
for full control of BSkyB, 
which collapsed earlier this 
month. 

Opponents have seized on 
Cameron's comments in par¬ 
liament on Wednesday as an 
admission that he did have 
conversations of some kind 
with Murdoch's lieutenants 
over the deal. 

Meanwhile, Rupert Mur¬ 
doch's son James was accused 
Thursday of misleading 
British MPs this week when he 
said he did not know when au¬ 
thorising a settlement that 
phone hacking at News of the 
World went beyond one re¬ 
porter. 

Colin Myler, the newspa¬ 
per's former editor and Tom 
Crone, who resigned last week 
as legal manager for the Mur¬ 


doch media empire's British 
publishing arm News Interna¬ 
tional, issued a statement say¬ 
ing they had warned him there 
was evidence when he autho¬ 
rised a key payout to a victim. 

Murdoch said in a state¬ 
ment: "I stand by my testi¬ 
mony to the Select 
Committee." 

Other media groups are 
now in the spotlight after 
Britain's Information Commis¬ 
sioner's Office said police had 
requested files from a 2006 in¬ 
quiry into the use of private in¬ 
vestigators by newspapers. 

That inquiry found that the 
Daily Mail made 952 requests 
to private detectives for confi¬ 
dential details; The People 
made 802 requests, the Daily 
Mirror 681 and The Mail on 
Sunday 266. The News of the 
World was in fifth place with 
228. 


US-Cuba relations hang 
over jailed American's 
appeal 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba's high 
court could Friday remove an 
important obstacle to normal¬ 
izing long damaged relations 
with the United States if it de¬ 
cides to free jailed contractor 
US Alan Gross. 

Gross, 62, was arrested in 
December 2009 for bringing 
satellite phones and equipment 
to the communist island's Jew¬ 
ish community, working as an 
independent contractor for a 
USAID-funded democracy 
building program. 

Gross was sentenced to 15 
years prison on March 12 for 
"endangering the independ¬ 
ence and security" of the 
Cuban state. 

The Supreme Court appeal 
"is another opportunity to reit¬ 
erate, through his Cuban coun¬ 
sel, that his actions on the 
island were never intended to 


Ecuador libel case, jailing, 
draws worldwide criticism 



QUITO (AFP) - Media organ¬ 
izations around the world 
Thursday denounced a court 
decision in Ecuador that saw 
four from the newspaper in¬ 
dustry sent to prison and im¬ 
posed a fine of $40 million for 
libel against President Rafael 
Correa. 

Correa pledged to not keep 
"one cent" of the libel award 
against the daily El Universo, 
after a judge Wednesday con¬ 
victed newspaper senior man¬ 
agers Carlos, Cesar and 
Nicolas Perez and their former 


editorial page editor Emilio 
Palacio of libel, sentencing 
them to jail and granted the 
president damages. 

"I'm not interested in one 
cent, even worst from a per¬ 
son like (columnist) Emilio 
Palacio or the Perezes," Cor¬ 
rea said Thursday after the 
court decision that also called 
for three-year prison terms. 

The president of the US- 
based Inter American Press 
Association, Gonzalo Marro- 
quin, called the decision a "se¬ 
rious blow to the most 
essential principles of freedom 
of information." 

Ricardo Uceda of the Peru- 
based Institute of Press and 
Society called the ruling 
"troubling" because it could 
mean that "the exercise of ed¬ 
itorial opinion... could become 
a criminal act." 


French-based media 
watchdog Reporters Without 
Borders said it was "shocked" 
by court ruling and said it was 
contrary to the general trend in 
Latin America of decriminal¬ 
izing media offenses. 

Correa has said that his 
lawyers would appeal the rul¬ 
ing, seeking the full $80 mil¬ 
lion initially sought. 
Newspaper lawyers are also 
appealing. 


be — and in fact never were — 
a threat to the Cuban govern¬ 
ment," said his lawyer Peter 
Kahn. 

US authorities, who recog¬ 
nize that Gross worked for a 
subcontractor of the US 
Agency for International De¬ 
velopment, have called for his 
immediate release. 

Hopes for the release have 
focused on humanitarian con¬ 
cerns — Gross has lost some 90 
pounds (40 kilos) in jail, ac¬ 
cording to his wife Judy — and 
his daughter and mother-in- 
law are battling cancer. 

Kahn said Judy Gross 
would be unable to attend Fri¬ 
day's hearing as she was recu¬ 
perating from an unspecified 
operation. 

The case has undermined a 
gentle rapprochement between 
Cuba and the United States — 
which cut off diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with the communist is¬ 
land in 1961 — since President 
Barack Obama entered the 
White House in January 2009. 

Cuba's Council of State, 
which Raul Castro presides, 
would weigh up a possible par¬ 
don, should that be considered. 

Cuba is still seeking the re¬ 
lease of five of its nationals ar¬ 
rested in 1998 and jailed for 
allegedly spying in the United 
States. 

The Cuban lawyer of Alan 
Gross, Nuris Pinero, also rep¬ 
resents the families of the five, 
whom communist authorities 
hail as "heroes of the anti-ter¬ 
rorist struggle."

Minister visits Venezuela to strengthen New tropical wave shows 
ties with an important tourism market potential for development 



ORANJESTAD - Aruba Mi¬ 
nister of Tourism, Otmar Odu- 
ber is on a two-day visit to 
Venezuela to meet with diffe¬ 
rent tourism industry partners 
to continue what was initiated 
last year. Last year’s initiatives 
had impressive results for 
Aruba’s tourism.

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Reina Beatrix Airport begins phase 1 of major expansion 
project for South Side terminal

Aruba’s enormously up¬ 
graded and attractive Univer¬ 
sal Air Service terminal that 
opened a little over a year 
past, which serves private 
and business traffic, wel¬ 
comed Prime Minister Mike 
Eman yesterday morning to 
announce the official com¬ 
mencement of Phase 1 of a 3- 
part expansion project. 

Aruba Airport Authority 
CEO Peter Steinmetz ex¬ 
plained the necessity of the 
expansion, and affirmed the 
success of the new facility, 
which has precipitated a vast 
increase in private air traffic 
to Aruba since it opened, par¬ 
ticularly from Latin America. 

Presently, the terminal is 
handling anywhere from 10 
to 15 arrivals and departures 


daily during non-peak peri¬ 
ods, estimated one of their of¬ 
ficial personnel. During peak 
periods, such as Easter week 
or Christmas, these numbers 
increase to 50 to 70 flights 
daily, with easily 35 to 50 
planes needing to be secured 
on the ground for those stay¬ 
ing over during the holidays. 
Generally, most arrivals from 
Latin America are on small 
planes, and those from the 
U.S. are flights deploying the 
larger Lear jets. 

Phase 1 is expected to cost 
18,000,000 Arubian florins 
($10, 285,714) and when 
completed in the projected 12 
months, will add 2 new han¬ 
gers to the private terminal, 
one of which will accommo¬ 
date the 737 jets of Aruban-

End of an era for US spaceflight as Atlantis lands 


CAPE CANAVERAL (AFP) 
- The shuttle Atlantis cruised 
home for a final time Thurs¬ 
day, ending its last mission to 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion and closing a 30-year 
chapter in American space 
exploration. 

Under cover of darkness, 
the shuttle glided seamlessly 
to a predawn landing at 
Kennedy Space Center at 
5:57 am (0957 GMT), mark¬ 
ing the formal retirement of 
the shuttle program and leav¬ 
ing Russia as the world's only 
taxi to the ISS. 

"Mission complete, Hous¬ 
ton," shuttle commander 
Chris Ferguson said as the 
black and white orbiter, em¬ 
blazoned with an American 
flag, rolled to a stop. 

"The space shuttle has 
changed the way we view the 
world. It has changed the way 
we view our universe," he 
said. "There was a lot of emo¬ 
tion today but one thing is in¬ 
disputable: America is not 
going to stop exploring." 

Twin sonic booms erupted 
over Florida moments before 


the shuttle came home to per¬ 
fect summer weather with 
cloudless skies and hardly 
any wind at the Kennedy 
Space Center. 

"Hearing the sonic booms 
as Atlantis came home for the 
last time really drove it home 
to me that this has been a 
heck of a program," said 
Mike Moses, space shuttle 
launch integration manager. 

Astronauts emerged from the 
spacecraft and greeted NASA 
officials and mission managers, 
exchanging hugs, kisses and 
smiles as they admired the or¬ 
biter for a final time. 

"I just want to salute this 
crew, welcome them home, 
and let them know how proud 
we are of them," NASA ad¬ 
ministrator Charles Bolden 
said. 

"Children... who dream of 
being astronauts today won't 
get to fly on the space shuttle, 
but one day they may walk 
on Mars," the former astro¬ 
naut added. 

"I was proud to be a part 
of the shuttle program and 
will carry those cherished 


memories and experiences 
with me for the rest of my 
life," he said through tears. 
"But I am also ready to get on 
with the next big challenge." 

The bittersweet end to the 
storied shuttle career comes 
42 years after US astronaut 
Neil Armstrong became the 
first person to set foot on the 
Moon as part of the Apollo 11 
mission. 

The last shuttle mission, 
known as STS-135, was a 
nearly 13-day trip to restock 
the ISS for a year with sev¬ 
eral tons of supplies and 
food. 

Over the course of the pro¬ 
gram, five NASA shuttles — 
Atlantis, Challenger, Colum¬ 
bia, Discovery and Endeav¬ 
our — have comprised a fleet 
designed as the world's first 
reusable space vehicles. 

Since the first shuttle 
space flight launched on 
April 12, 1981, the five shut¬ 
tles have traveled more than 
542 million miles (872 mil¬ 
lion kilometers), and carried 
355 people from 16 different 
countries, NASA said. 


Columbia exploded in 
2003 and Challenger was de¬ 
stroyed in 1986 in accidents 
that killed a total of 14 crew 
members. 

Those disasters left only 
three in the space-flying fleet 
and Enterprise, a prototype 
that never flew in space. The 
quartet will become museum 
pieces in the coming months. 

Critics have assailed the 
US space agency for lacking 
a focus with the space shuttle 
gone and no next-generation 
human spaceflight program 
to immediately replace it. 

The astronaut corps now 
numbers 60, compared to the 
128 employed in 2000, and 


thousands of people are being 
laid off from Kennedy Space 
Center. But NASA chiefs say 
future missions to deep space 
should revive hope in the US 
program. 

"I recognize that change is 
really hard, but huge growth 
or huge improvement comes 
from change," said Bill Ger- 
stenmaier, associate adminis¬ 
trator for space operations. 

NASA is building a Multi- 
Purpose Crew Vehicle that it 
hopes will be able to send hu¬ 
mans to an asteroid in 2025 and 
explore Mars by 2030, while it 
turns over low-orbit space 
travel and space station servic¬ 
ing to commercial ventures.

Versace backs campaign 
against sandblasting jeans 



MILAN (AFP)- Versace 
voiced its support on Thursday 
for a campaign to stop the 
sandblasting of jeans — a prac¬ 
tice used mainly in the devel¬ 
oping world and widely 
condemned as dangerous for 
workers' health. 

The Italian fashion giant 
said that none of its suppliers 
were using the controversial 
technique and that it had now 
joined an international cam¬ 
paign "to encourage the elimi¬ 
nation of sandblasting as an 
industry practice." 

Sandblasting is used to give 
jeans a fashionable faded look. 

The Clean Clothes Cam¬ 
paign (CCC) — a coalition of 
non-governmental organisa¬ 
tions and trade unions aimed at 
improving work conditions in 


the textile industry — had pre¬ 
viously called on Versace to 
end sandblasting. 

"After an intensive cam¬ 
paign... the Italian textile 
brand Versace has just an¬ 
nounced that it will join other 
denim manufacturers around 
the globe in calling for a ban 
on the practice of sandblast¬ 
ing," the CCC said. 

"After many months of si¬ 
lence, Versace now say they 
agree that the sandblasting op¬ 
erators who make the finish¬ 
ings on the jeans run 
unacceptable health risks. Pre¬ 
viously they had refused to 
join the call," it added. 

The CCC, which launched 
last year, said sandblasting op¬ 
erators worked for leading 
brands in countries including 
Bangladesh, China, Egypt and 
Mexico. 

But the operators contract 
an acute form of silicosis, 
which has killed many of 
them. 

Leading brands including 
Benetton, Burberry, Carrera 
Jeans, Gucci Levi-Strauss, 
Pepe Jeans and Replay have 
already joined the campaign.

White House sees ’momentum’ 
for debt deal 


Eurozone deal, IEA 
leave oil prices 
mixed 


WASHINGTON (AFP)- The 
White House said Thursday 
it saw ’’momentum” towards 
a deal to avert a disastrous 
early August debt default, 
but denied media reports that 
a compromise with top law¬ 
makers may be imminent. 

”We believe there is mo¬ 
mentum behind the idea of a 
balanced approach to a sig¬ 
nificant agreement, ” 

spokesman Jay Carney told 
reporters with time running 
short before an August 2 
deadline to raise the $14.3 
trillion US debt ceiling. 

But Carney rejected a 
New York Times report, cit¬ 
ing anonymous congres¬ 
sional officials, that aides to 
President Barack Obama had 
informed key lawmakers a 
deal was in the works with 
Republican House Speaker 
John Boehner. 

’’There is no deal. We are 
not close to a deal,” said the 
spokesman. ’’The fact is that 
there is no progress to report, 
but we continue to work on 
getting the most significant 
deficit-reduction package 
possible.” 

The Times said the accord 
would include cuts to gov¬ 
ernment health and retire¬ 
ment benefits programs dear 
to Democrats as well as new 
revenues — a blend in line 
with how the White House 
has previously defined a 
’’balanced” deal — generated 
through closing loopholes 
and ending tax breaks. 

Such an agreement would 
likely anger Democrats

pledged to protect the US so¬ 
cial safety net as well as Re¬ 
publicans who have vowed 
to oppose increasing rev¬ 
enues, endangering its 
prospects for passage in the 
divided Congress. 

The National Journal pub¬ 
lication that covers US poli¬ 
tics said the White House 
and top House Republican 
leaders were discussing a 10- 
year, $3-trillion plan to cut 
the deficit while raising the 
debt ceiling. 

Finance and business 
leaders have warned failure 
to raise the US debt ceiling 
by then would send shock 
waves through the world 
economy, while Obama has 
predicted a default would 
trigger economic ’’Armaged¬ 
don.” 

The largest US creditor 
China has twice warned that 
Washington must protect in¬ 
vestor interests, while ratings 
agencies Moody's and Stan¬ 
dard & Poor's have said the 
sterling Triple-A US debt rat¬ 
ing was in danger of a down¬ 
grade. 

Word of a deal came after 
Boehner told reporters that 
he had braced his restive Re¬ 
publican majority in the 
House of Representatives for 
the possibility of having to 
support a potentially difficult 
compromise. 

Boehner acknowledged 
that some Republicans would 
reject any debt-ceiling com¬ 
promise with Obama and his 
Democratic allies, "but I do 
not believe that would be 
anywhere close to the major¬ 
ity.” 

But Boehner warned it 
was time for Obama to "step 
up” his efforts to find a solu¬ 
tion and stressed: ”It's not 
enough to wish or to wait for 
a solution to materialize.” 

At the same time, the 
speaker said, "it would be ir¬ 
responsible” for Congress 
and the White House ’’not to 
be looking at backup strate¬ 
gies for how to solve this 
problem.” 

With time running short, 
the US Senate was expected 
to kill, in a procedural vote 


on Saturday, a House-passed 
Republican plan calling for 
draconian cuts and a bal¬ 
anced budget amendment as 
the price for a debt ceiling in¬ 
crease. 

And lawmakers were dis¬ 
cussing a plan crafted by 
Democratic Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid and Re¬ 
publican Senate Minority 
Leader Mitch McConnell 
that would let the president 
raise the debt ceiling by $2.5 
trillion in three increments 
through 2012 with just Dem¬ 
ocratic votes.

Orthodox Jew buys 
Mengele's diaries for 
$300,000 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The di¬ 
aries of Nazi war criminal 
Josef Mengele, the so-called 
"Angel of Death” who tor¬ 
tured prisoners at Auschwitz 
death camp, were bought 
Thursday by an Orthodox Jew 
for almost $300,000. 

Connecticut-based Alexan¬ 
der Autographs, which organ¬ 
ized the auction, said the 
journals were sold to a private 
collector who is planning to 
open a museum. 

The diaries, written after 
World War II once Mengele 
had fled from the Allies' 
clutches to Latin America, 


contain his philosophical re¬ 
flections, autobiographical 
stories and poems penned be¬ 
tween 1960 to 1975. 

They include some 3,500 
pages of "hidden journals” 
written by the doctor who car¬ 
ried out gruesome medical ex¬ 
periments on inmates at 
Auschwitz-Birkenau concen¬ 
tration camp. 

The final sale price for the 
items, mostly small, spiral- 
bound notebooks, was 
$292,775, the vice president 
of Alexander Autographs, 
Peter Klarnet, told AFP. 


countries like Greece, Ireland 
and Portugal and prevent the 
European debt crisis from 
spreading. 

US and European stock 
markets surged and the euro 
topped $ 1.44 as details 
emerged about the deal, under 
which countries in financial 
distress will receive loans with 
lower interest rates and longer 
maturities. 

"It's all been about what is 
going on in Europe,” said Matt 
Smith, an oil analyst with 
Summit Energy. 

"We're seeing a super¬ 
strong euro. It gave the impe¬ 
tus behind crude to pop its 
head above 100 dollars.” 

Traders have been keeping 
a close eye on the situation in 
Europe out of fear that a Greek 
default could trigger a conti¬ 
nent-wide economic slow¬ 
down, cutting into global 
energy demand. 

A weaker dollar also tends 
to boost the price of oil. Since 
crude prices are denominated 
in dollars, a fall in the US dol¬ 
lar typically leads to increased 
oil consumption outside the 
United States. 

In a separate development 
on Thursday, the International 
Energy Agency said it was 
"not now seeking the release of 
additional” stocks of oil from 
strategic reserves in oil-con¬ 
suming countries. 

Market participants had 
been waiting to see whether 
the Paris-based agency would 
follow up its decision to tap 
strategic oil stocks last month 
with another drawdown.

Fake Chinese Apple 
store has even staff 
fooled 


BEIJING (AFP) - China’s pas¬ 
sion for iPads and iPhones has 
triggered widespread cloning 
and even brawls. Now, it has 
gone further with a fake Apple 
store so convincing even the 
staff think they work for Steve 
Jobs. 

The store, in the south¬ 
western city of Kunming, was 
uncovered by an American 
blogger who was initially 
fooled, before she noticed not 
everything was as it seemed. 

At first glance, the signs, 
computers and layout of the 
shop all look exactly like a 
genuine Apple store, says the 
blogger, who posts under the 
name BirdAbroad. 

Photos posted by the blog¬ 
ger show the employees wear¬ 
ing Apple’s trademark blue 
T-shirts with name badges 
hanging around their necks. 

But a closer look reveals 
the winding stairs going up to 
the chill-out area are poorly 
made, the walls have not been 
painted well, and the shopfront 
sign says ’’Apple Store” 
whereas the real deal just 
sports the now-famous fruit 
logo. 

The employees, mean¬ 
while, all genuinely believe 


they work for Apple, said 
BirdAbroad, who asked to 
remain anonymous when 
contacted by AFP on Thurs¬ 
day. 

”1 do not know if the 
computers were real or fake 
— they seemed real, but it 
can be hard to tell,” she 
said. ”As of last night, the 
store was still open.” 

She added that a quick 
walk around the corner re¬ 
vealed two other rip-off Apple 
stores — one of which sported 
a sign saying "Apple Stoer". 

The Apple website lists 
four official stores in China — 
two in Beijing and two in 
Shanghai, and none in Kun¬ 
ming. 

It has a list of approved re¬ 
tailers that sell its products, but 
none of those in Kunming cor¬ 
responds to the fake store's ad¬ 
dress, according to the 
blogger. 

China is home to the 
biggest counterfeit market in 
the world, and despite re¬ 
peated government pledges to 
root out fake goods, these are 
still widely available through¬ 
out the country. 

As the craze for all things 
Apple slowly spreads around 
China, fake iPhones and iPods 
have also emerged. 

The news, however, is un¬ 
likely to have an impact on the 
US-based IT giant, which on 
Tuesday posted record sales 
and profits in the recent quar¬ 
ter as sales of iPhones and 
iPads more than doubled, 
helped by huge demand in 
Asia.

Rowling said Potter fans 
will be able to register on the 
free website using one of the 
young sorcerers from the 
books as their online identity, 
then play games and interact 
with elements of the fictional 
world. 

The site will also have pre¬ 
viously unpublished material 
that she has written on the 
backgrounds to the characters 
and their lives at Hogwarts 
Academy, a fictional school 
for young wizards. 

The author laid down her

Harry Potter website adds 
Google magic 
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Evans mystified as Schleck 
rides to epic stage win 



COL DU GALIBIER, (AFP) -Andy Schleck roared to vic¬ 
tory on the history-making 18th stage featuring the high¬ 
est ever finish in Tour de France history while, France f s 
Thomas Voeckler put up a successful effort to retain the 
leaders yellow jersey on the punishing second of three 
day’s riding in the Alps, crossing the 2,645 metre Col du 
Galibier summit in fifth. 


COL DU GALIBIER (AFP) 
- Australia's Cadel Evans was 
left mystified after yellow 
jersey rival Andy Schleck 
capped an audacious attack 
with victory on the epic 18th 
stage Thursday. 

Schleck, the runner-up the 
past two years, surprised all 
the favourites when he 
launched an attack halfway 
up the Col d'Izoard, with over 
60 km still to race. 

After building his own 
lead on the peloton, the Leop¬ 
ard-Trek rider eventually 
caught up with the last rem¬ 
nants of an early breakaway 
and went on to take his lead 
to over four minutes. 

Despite Evans' 40-strong 
group chasing hard on the de¬ 
scent and in the wind-hit val¬ 
ley leading to the foot of the 


final, 22.8 km climb of the 
Galibier, their deficit refused 
to budge. 

Evans said he had trouble 
understanding how Schleck 
and three other riders defied 
40 desperate chasers. 

"Just on a numbers basics, 
20-30k block headwind, up a 
valley — we are 40 (in the 
group) with one to nine guys 
riding at the front, and they 
are four riding at the front," 
said the Australian. 

"They really rode fast at 
the front, I don't quite under¬ 
stand how they made so 
much time." 

Evans soon realised that 
the efforts of his group waere 
not going anywhere — espe¬ 
cially as the Europcar team of 
race leader Thomas Voeckler 
were doing the absolute min¬ 
imum as the Frenchman 


struggled to survive. 

"Euskaltel had the most 
riders at at one point with 
four guys and they were rid¬ 
ing with three or others, but 
still losing time," added 
Evans. 

"I had to put it on the line, 
but it was my tour to win and 
mine to lose. 

"It's also a bit bizarre 
when Voeckler's team stops 
riding and he has the yellow 
jersey. They've ridden a lot all 
week, but he still had a team¬ 
mate in the end and just sort 
of looked at me to do the 
work, but I'm alone too." 

By the time they started 
the climb to the Galibier 
Schleck still had a lead of 
over three minutes on Evans' 
rapidly dwindling chase 
group. 

With 13 km from the top, 
Evans took over the chase by 
himself, with the rest of the 
field fighting to stay on his 
wheel. 

It was a brave move and 
allowed Evans to finish only 
2:15 behind Schleck. He is 
now fourth overall at 1:12 be¬ 
hind Voeckler and 57 and 04 
seconds behind Andy and 
Frank Schleck respectively. 

While reigning champion 
Alberto Contador struggled 
home at 3:50 to sit 4:44 be¬ 
hind Voeckler, Evans now 
faces a battle with the 
Schlecks on Friday's final 
mountain stage. 

If he comes through that 
comparatively unscathed, his 
and Australia's maiden tri¬ 
umph on the race awaits after 
the penultimate stage time 
trial over 42.5 km in Greno¬ 
ble on Saturday. 


Barca sign Sanchez for 
26 million euros 



MADRID (AFP)- Spanish 
and European champions 
Barcelona have reached a 
deal with Italian club Udinese 


to buy Chilean striker Alexis 
Sanchez for 26 million euros, 
it announced Thursday. 

The 22-year-old will sign a 
five-year contract, it said in a 
statement on its website. 

"Barcelona and Udinese 
have reached an agreement 
on the transfer of Alexis 
Sanchez. The deal is for five 
years. The cost of the transfer 
is 26 million euros" with a 
further 11.5 million in "vari¬ 
ables", referring to match-re¬ 
lated bonuses. 

Sanchez has played for 
Udinese since 2008 and last 
season was voted best player 
in Serie A, after scoring 12 


goals in 31 games. 

The player had also been 
linked with English sides 
Manchester United and Man¬ 
chester City, but said last 
month that he wanted 
"Barcelona or nothing". 

Sanchez "has been sought 
by the best teams in the 
world. However, he has been 
strongly committed to play¬ 
ing for Barca," the statement 
said. 

Barca coach Pep Guardi- 
ola said this week that his pri¬ 
ority for next season was 
signing a forward, with 
Sanchez his top target.

Contador concedes 
yellow jersey bid is 
over

COL DU GALIBIER (AFP) - 
Three-time champion Alberto 
Contador says his bid for a 
fourth yellow jersey at the 
Tour de France is over follow¬ 
ing his dramatic collapse on an 
epic 18th stage Thursday. 

"Victory is now impossi¬ 
ble," said Contador after fin¬ 
ishing the 200 km epic nearly 
four minutes behind deter¬ 
mined Luxemburger Andy 
Schleck. 

The Spaniard's unexpected 
slump means he is now sev¬ 
enth overall at 4min 44sec be¬ 
hind surprise race leader 
Thomas Voeckler of France. 

Frank Schleck, Andy's 
older brother, is third overall at 
lmin 08sec behind Voeckler, 
with Australian Cadel Evans - 
- now seen as the Schlecks' 
biggest rival for the yellow jer¬ 
sey — in fourth at 1:12. 

Contador came into the 


race with question marks over 
his ability to perform in the 
crucial third week having 
competed in and won a gru¬ 
elling Giro d'ltalia for the sec¬ 
ond time in May. 

But on Thursday it ap¬ 
peared that a knee injury he 
had suffered inside the first 
week following a series of 
crashes had flared up again. 

Early on the first of three 
major climbs the Saxo Bank 
rider fell to the back of the 
main peloton, and he was later 
seen consulting with the race's 
official doctor. 

After the stage Contador 
was given medicine for his 
knee pain, which he hopes will 
abate by the third and final day 
in the mountains on Friday. 

"I'm not used to the kind of 
situation I was in today. Now I 
have to get rest, recover and 
look ahead to tomorrow."

Khan says youth will be 
served against Judah 



LAS VEGAS (AFP) - 
Britain's Amir Khan is out to 
prove himself the class of the 
crowded light welterweight 
division on Saturday as he 
takes on veteran champion 
Zab Judah in a world title 
unification bout. 

Khan, the World Boxing 
Association, goes for his 
eighth victory in a row when 
he takes on the American 
southpaw, who holds the In¬ 
ternational Boxing Federa¬ 
tion belt. 

Khan and Judah are just 
two of the top-level fighters 
in a division that also features 
World Boxing Council 
champ Timothy Bradley, An- 
driy Kotelnik and Lucas 
Matthyse. 

After Bradley turned 


down a chance to fight Khan, 
the Briton agreed to take on 
Judah, an experienced 33- 
year-old who brings a record 
of 41-6 with 28 knockouts to 
the bout. 

It could prove the toughest 
match to date for Khan, who 
brings a record of 25-1 with 
17 knockouts to the bout. 

"Zab is a tricky southpaw 
who has won many world ti¬ 
tles but I don't think this is his 
time," Khan said of Judah, 
who was the undisputed wel¬ 
terweight world champion 
six years ago. 

"I know how to beat 
Judah. He doesn't have the 
hunger that I do. I don't think 
he can take the belt off me." 

Judah has painstakingly 
worked his way back to the 


top of the light-welter¬ 
weight division after 
eight years in the wel¬ 
terweight ranks. He 
won three major wel¬ 
terweight belts, but 
suffered five of the six 
defeats on his record 
at the higher weight. 

While Khan, 
trained by Freddie 
Roach in Los Angeles, 
has youth and speed 
on his side, Judah has 
plenty of experience 
and a recent run of 
succes that includes 
five victories in a row. 
Khan will be his fourth 
opponent in barely 
more than a year. 

"It was a long road 
back to the top, but this is 
what a champion is made of. 
When they are knocked 
down, they rise back up to the 
top," Judah said, adding that 
at this point in his career he 
can't afford a defeat. 

"Amir can deal with a loss 
right now. It's 'Super' Judah 
time." 

After a narrow split deci¬ 
sion over Argentina's 
Matthysse last November, 
Judah turned to fighter- 
turned-trainer Pernell 

Whitaker, who has shored up 
his defensive skills. 

"Having him in my comer 
exempts the whole Freddie 
Roach thing," said Judah, 
who believes his experience 
will make the difference 
against the younger man. 

"We’re definitely going to 
take him to school," Judah 
said. "He's a great fighter, but 
this fight is a little premature 
for him." 

Khan scoffs at that notion. 

"We come into this fight 
as favorites and I’m going to 
take those titles back home," 
Khan said. "He won’t be able 
to take the pressure, the speed 
and the power. I think he’s 
taken the wrong fight."

Phelps back in China 
as doping dominates 





SHANGHAI (AFP) - US 
swimming great Michael 
Phelps returned to China this 
week looking for the form 
that swept him into the his¬ 
tory books at the Beijing 
Olympics, as a major doping 
row clouded the world cham¬ 
pionships. 

Phelps, who has caused 
concern with some stuttering 
swims this year, made a low- 
key arrival at Shanghai's 
Pudong Airport, looking un¬ 
shaven and wearing a base¬ 
ball cap. He did not speak to 
media and was whisked away 
on a USA team bus. 

"Weeeee twitter DOES 
work!!! Here at last," he 
tweeted afterwards, referring 
to China's ban on the popular 
microblogging site. 

Phelps could take part in 
up to seven events in Shang¬ 
hai, which would give him a 
shot at eclipsing the five gold 
medals he won in 2009 as he 
tries to kick-start his prepara¬ 
tions for next year's London 
Olympics. 


The Baltimore native al¬ 
ready has 14 Olympic titles at 
the age of just 26, including 
the eight he won at Beijing's 
Watercube — the greatest per¬ 
formance Olympic swim¬ 
ming has ever seen. 

And the Shanghai champi¬ 
onships, whose diving, water 
polo and synchronised swim¬ 
ming are well under way at 
gleaming new venues, would 
welcome some Phelps hero¬ 
ics after a high-profile dope 
case hovered over the open¬ 
ing week. 

FINA has also tightened 
its anti-doping procedures at 
the Shanghai worlds by rein¬ 
troducing blood testing, 
alongside urine sampling, for 
the first time since 2005. 

And athletes at the world 
championships have been 
urged only to eat at desig¬ 
nated restaurants in Shanghai 
to avoid meat contaminated 
with banned clenbuterol, 
which Chinese farmers some¬ 
times feed to pigs and cattle. 


Brazil govt to register fans for 
2014 World Cup 


BRASILIA (AFP) - The 
Brazilian government will 
begin Friday to compile a 
database of all members of 
fan clubs in Sao Paulo as part 
of a vast security network in 
the build up to the 2014 
World Cup. 

The scheme, which was 
launched at the end of last 
month in the southern region 
of Parana, will see all mem¬ 
bers of 475 supporters clubs 
throughout the country regis¬ 


tered, Sports Ministry official 
Alcino Rocha explained. 

Its success will be tested 
during the 2013 Confedera¬ 
tions Cup also in Brazil. 

"It's obvious that registra¬ 
tion alone will not resolve 
(the problem of violence) but 
it's a necessary step ulti¬ 
mately to identify the fanatic 
who could be implicated in 
acts of violence in or around 
stadiums," said Rocha.

for the first time. 

"This is how things go 
with football and I cannot re¬ 
proach my players, we didn't 
lose a match throughout. 
Penalties are basically all 
down to luck and today it 
wasn't on our side." 

Farias resisted the tempta¬ 
tion directly to criticise Mex¬ 
ican referee Francisco 
Chacon, who should have 
dismissed rather than booked 
Dario Veron for butting Gian- 
carlo Maldonado in extra¬ 
time. 

It was Veron who would 
score the winning penalty 
kick. 

But Farias did note that "I 
am tired of hearing that the 
big boys get to decide (out¬ 
comes). This happens when

"We never look to provoke 
incidents," Farias insisted and 
said his men deserved the ut¬ 
most respect, while insisting 
the Paraguayans had started 
the contretemps.

"Yet we should be proud 
of what we have achieved." 

Teammate Gabriel Ci- 
chero added: "We didn't con¬ 
vert our chances and 
Paraguay were lucky but

Paraguayan keeper Justo 
Villar also conceded that for¬ 
tune had favoured his side. 

"It's not that we have been 
practising penalties - we've 
been rather lucky," said Vil¬ 
lar, whose compatriots also 
knocked out Brazil in the 
same fashion in the quarter¬ 
finals.
